REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


ee 


To the citizens of Cornish we submit our third annual report of 
the condition and prospects of our schools under the new school 
law. The opposition and prejudice to our new system seems to be 
wearing away, and a disposition shown to give the law a fair trial 

We have maintained 27 schools, taught by 17 different teachers, 
(all females) in 13 different school houses during the year.* The 
aggregate number of weeks has been 248, exclusive of private 
schools of 12 weeks, giving to each school an average of 9 weeks. 
The appointment (although not entirely satisfactory to all the pat- 
rons of the schools or ourselves) has been the best, on the whole, 
that could have been made, and has afforded each scholar the 
privilege of attending school from 21 to 26 weeks each,.and by far 
the greater number of scholars availing themselves of the larger 
number of weeks. The expense of conveying scholars has largely 
increased during the year. If the number of schools be diminished, 
the expense of conveying will. be increased ; if the number of schools 
be increased,the less will be the conveyance bills, and to avoid eith- 
er extreme so that a given sum of money shall accomplish the great- 
est possible good is our constant aim. Weshould be glad to main- 
tain more schools, and were our means more ample we could do so. 

While we are glad to report a more regular attendance largely. due 
to the influence of the teachers, still there is too much tardiness and 
absenteeism. Will the parents try and help us eradicate this evil. 

We believe the schools will compare favorably with those of any 
former year. There have been no failures. Every teacher has com- 
pleted the term of her engagement except in one instance where 
sickness prevented; and while every school did not meet the ex- 
pectations of all, yet in the main they were a success, and in sever- 
al cases eminently so. The difference in results we believe are 
largely attributable to the different training the teachers have receiv- 
ed, and the models each have chosen to work by. This argues the

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necessity of uniformity of equipment, such as the none sehidot fur- 
nishes, or in the absence of this, to get all the benefits of institutes, 

and teachers’ associations where dhanerle conducted. We urge that 

such an association be formed in town, and we also urge all teach- 

ers to take some publication devoted to the interests of common 

schools. Parents should feel it a duty and a privilege to visit the | 
schools often, thus encouraging the children, and entering more 

fully into sympathy with the teacher, which are needful stzmulz to 

SUCCESS. 

The securing of teachers is one of the most important duties of 
the school board. The board has been fortunate in arranging for 
the services of so many of the old teachers, and in several of the 
schools the same teacher for the year with very satisfactory results. 
The district last year generously voted $200 in addition to the 
amount required by law, and we ask you to raise as much or more 
this year, that we may be able to keep the length, and number of 
terms, and quality of schools up to those of last year, and hold our 
own with other towns. It wi'l also enable the board to continue 
the old teachers who ought to be retained, for the success of our 
schools is largely due to these teachers. 

SCHOOL HousEs.—We have not spent any large amount in re- 
pairs upon any single house, but have patched the roofs and floors, 
put in new doors, and put on new plastering where needed. Refer- 
ence to treasurer’s report for amount. ‘The condition of school- 
houses demands our attention in order to avoid greater loss conse-— 
quent upon their neglect. Every year the needs in this direction 
will be more or less, as there are two or three houses even now, that 
either need new shingling, new plastering or new painting,and near- 
ly all need some repairs. We,recommend a sum be raised that 
will meet these requirements. In Division 10, a new house is need- 
ed or extensive repairs should be made. 

In previous reports we have advocated free text-books, and we 
still recommend that the town furnish all books free, as the district 
furnishes everything else free, why not free text-books, and then the 
poor child as well as the rich will be provided with all that is neces- 


sary for him in obtaining a good common school education. Super- 
intendent of public instruction Patterson in his report of 1888 says : 
‘¢ The patriotic purpose of the public school is universal education, 
but the object cannot be reached if we throw the expense of text - 
books upon those who have nothing with which to buy.” 
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- The question often is asked where does the teacher’s authority in 
the school begin and end. We would refer you to chapter vii, sec- 
tion 3, school laws, which gives the teacher the entire control of 
the house and grounds, not only during school hours, but before 
and after school, and of the children while going to and from school, 
thus rendering the scholar amenable to the teacher for any miscon- 
duct. Qs 

We cannot overestimate the importance of our district schools, 
and their influence upon society and the institutions of our land. 
Everything should be adopted that promotes their success, and ev- 
erything avoided that would mar their prosperity. Parents, teach- 
ers, school officers, and all others should be united, and zealously 
labor to advance their interests, remembering that to the common 
schools of our country, we owe that which distinguishes us from the 
hordes of barbarism. 

This year closes the chairman’s services as member of school 
board, and we wish here to express our appreciation of the uniform 
courtesy, and respect, shown us by parents, teachers and scholars in 
all our associations with them, while in the discharge of our official 
duties. . 

We make the following individual mention of ‘each school in brief: 

_ DIVISION I. 

The summer term was taught by Miss Gratia S. Chadbourne of 
Cornish,this being her third term in this division. The school was 
well disciplined, the instruction thorough, and the greatly improved 
attendance, due to the teacher, added much toward making this a 
very successful term of school. The winter term was taught by 
Miss Emily N. Tracy of Cornish. The beginning of the term was 
marked with the first element ofa successful school, good order. 
The closing examination showed the same thorough work as in hér 
previous terms. Some fine points of excellence were noticed in 
reading, recitations all good. 

DIVISION 2. 

The summer and winter terms were taught by Miss Mattie E. 
Westgate of Cornish, making her seventh term in this division, all 
of which have been highly satisfactory to patrons and committee. 
The ready and correct answers in all the recitations at the closing 
examinations were a credit to teacher and scholars, and showed 
that excellent and thorough work had been done. 


: _ DIVISION 3. OE 3 

‘Summer term taught by Miss Evelyn Tracy of Cornish. Our con- 
victions expressed in last report have been fully verified by Miss 
Tracy in this her second school. The oral instruction in all branch- 
es was.systematic and good. The closing examination was-very 
creditable to both teacher and scholars. The winter term was 
taught by Miss Nettie G. Williams of Cornish, this being her fifth 
term in this division. Some fine specimens of drawing were exhib- 


ited as the work of the scholars, also drawing of maps upon black-— 


board, dialogues, declamations and recitations all .good.. The re- 
sults of Miss Williams’ thorough and systematic instruction 27 a// 


branches were apparent at the close of her school which we consider — 


excellent. 
DIVISION 4. 

Summer and fall terms both taught by Miss E. Gertrude Walker 

of Windsor, Vt. The advancement in all studies made by the pu- 

pils shows the result of the teacher’s earnest and successful work. 


Miss Walker has a happy faculty of interesting her pupils in their 


studies, especially in art. The work done (mostly out of school 
hours) by these young scholars in art surprised us. “The copying of 


some of Landseer’s engravings and other artists’ paintings were very 
fine, and would do credit to older heads. This work done with 


charcoal. 
DIVISION 5. 


Both summer and winter terms were taught by Miss Nettie P. 
Hall of Lebanon, N. H., sustaining her former reputation as a good 
disciplinarian and earnest and hard working teacher, laboring for 
the success of her school. Here we found good order and close ap- 
plication to books. Result, good progress made by all the schol- 
ars, especially so by all classes in mathematics and book-keeping. 

DIVISION 6. ; 

Summer term taught by Miss Ida L. Ford of Danbury. She won 

the respect of her scholars and patrons, thus laying the foundation 


for a pleasant and successful term of school. The results were very > 


satisfactory. ‘Fall term taught by Miss L. S. Chadbourne of Cor- 
nish. Miss Chadbourne labored earnestly and faithfully with her 
charge, and the results were very gratifying to scholars and patrons 
as well as to her employers. The winter term taught by Miss My- 
ra L. Briggs of Claremont. Miss Briggs is a teacher of very fine 


attainments and is very thorough in all her methods of teaching and 


al 


discipline. There was a dropping off in the attendance towards the 
close of the school, but all who remained made excellent progress. 
In appreciation of Miss Briggs’ services her school was lengthened 
three weeks by private subscription. 


DIVISION 7. 

Sitar and fall term taught by Miss Emily N. Tracy of Cornish, 
an experienced teacher. whose good work is well known, and ap- 
preciated inthis division. Scholars came to learn, and teacher was 
able and willing to instruct, and they worked together with best of 
results. A winter term of ten weeks (mostly private) was taught by 
George L. Deming of Cornish whose large experience and success 
as a teacher is known to all townspeople, and all concerned in this 
division were not disappointed at his marked success in this school. 
Here is a division where the parents show by their action that they 
believe their children were entitled to their first and most careful at- 
tention, and they are certainly deserving of great credit for the gen- 
erous amount contributed for the support of this school. The schol- 
ars by their thorough work showed they appreciated it. On account 
ofthe fall term in this division being cut short by sickness in ‘teach- 
en's family, the board continued this school one week. 

DIVISION 8. 

Summer term taught by Miss Ada P. Wellmanof Cornish. Here 
we found several bina! scholars under the instruction of a kind heart- 
ed and laborious teacher. The closing examination showed a good 
amount of improvement. Better order would have been an addition- 


al excellence. Fall term taught by Miss* Mattie E. Westgate of 


Cornish, a teacher of successful experience: The school was man- 
aged in a quiet and orderly way.

in the school by Mr. G. C. Huggins, who, beside other favors, con- . — 


tributed one-half the board in summer, and the whole of it in the — 
fall term. Such evidence of interest for the education of children is 
very gratifying. In like manner any of our schools may be pro- 
longed by its patrons furnishing wood and beard for teachers. 


DIVISION 14. ‘ 

Summer term taught by Miss Amy J. Hilliard of Cornish. This 
is the third term of Miss Hilliard in this school and we think she 
has done a good work. She had a very interesting little charge 
who all seem disposed to make the very best of their privileges, and 
their improvement was very noticeable. Fall term taught by Miss 
Lydia S. Penniman of Plainfield. She took up the work so well be- 
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gun in the former term, and continued it to the entire satisfaction 
of scholars, parents and employers. The school has, of late, been 
the smallest in the district, but this term it was increased by the ad- 
dition of four scholars from Division Io.
